August and Fred Herseman, 
brothers, residing at 1204 (rear) 
North Seventh street, were killed 
today when a truck in which they 
were riding collided with an auto- 
mobile on United States Highway 
66 at Bellefontaine road in St.

August Herseman, who was 67 
years old, was dead on arrival at 
St. Louis County Hospital. His 
brother, 66, died there of a frac- 
tured skull and internal injuries 
about five hours later. 

The brothers were riding in a 
light truck driven by their employ- 
er, Joe Hayes, hide and tallow deal- 
er, in whose place of business on 
North Seventh they had living quar- 
ters, 

The truck, northbound on Belle- 
fontaine, was struck by an automo- 
bile, with house-trailer attached, 
driven west by Ralph Sootter, Wich- 
ita, Kan, The side of the truck 
cab was crushed against the Herse- 
mans, who sat next to Hayes. 

Hayes, who was uninjured, told 
police he stopped at the intersec- 
tion, then started across, not seeing 
the machine coming from his right. 


TEMPORARY HAVENS 
FOUND FOR ALL OF 
907 REFUGEE JEWS 


England, France, Belgium and 
Netherlands to Receive 
Those Barred by Cuba. 


PARIS, June 13 (AP).—French 
officials announced tonight that all 
of the 907 German Jewish refugees 
now recrossing the Atlantic aboard 
the Hamburg liner St. Louis after 
being denied admission to Cuba, 
would be given at least temporary 
homes in England, France,  Bel- 
gium and the Netherlands. 

After negotiations conducted by 
Jewish organizations and _ the 
League of Nations’ High Commis- 
sion for Refugees From Germany, 
a plan concerning the division of 
the St. Louis’ passengers was sub- 
mitted to the interested Govern- 
ments. Informed sources said it 
met with general approval. 

The French Cabinet at a meet- 
ing today agreed to accept 250 of 
the refugees. Great. Britain wil) 
take a like number. The Nether- 
lands agreed to take 194 and Bet 
gium up to 250. 

The St. Louis, Hamburg-Amer}- 
can liner, is expected to reach 
Cherbourg June 17. 


DIES TWO YEARS AFTER GIVING 
BURIAL SERMON FOR HIMSELF 


Another Funeral to Be Held for 
Man, 90, Who Preached Over 
Casket He Built. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 13 
(AP). — Wade Millman, who 
preached his own funeral sermon 
two years ago last month over an 
oak casket.he had built for him- 
self, died in a hospital here today. 
He was 90 years old. He had been 
in the hospital several weeks with 
the infirmities of age. 

The farmer conducted his own 
funeral in the presence of a crowd 
of 5000 to whom he said: 

“When my time comes all I ask 
is that they let me die unremem- 
bered and let me lie in my grave 
unmolested.” 

Millman’s home was near Coates- 
ville, 25 miles southwest of Indian- 
apolis. His wife died shortly after 
he gave his funeral sermon. He 
is survived by a sister, Mrs. Tamara 
Huber, 95.

WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP).— 
President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor told 
the House Labor Committee today 
that the present members of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board should 
be displaced “to restore confidence 
and respect in the minds of millions 
of American workers.” 

Green urged adoption of amend- 
ments to the Wagner Act sponsored 
by the A. F. of L. and submitted by 
Representative Barden (Dem.), 
North Carolina, one of which would 
abolish the present board and pro- 
vide for the appointment of a new 
one. 

Throughout his testimony Green 
contended repeatedly that the 
NLRB in its administration of the 
Wagner Act had shown partiality 
toward the Congress of Industria] 
Organizations. He recalled that the 
A. F. of L. had supported the act 
when it was first proposed and said 
it still favored retention of the law, 
but with amendments “to conform 
to its original intent and to assure 
fairness in its administration.”

MASSACHUSETTS DEMOCRATIC 
LEADER FINED ON TAX CHARGE 


C. H. McGlue Pleads Guilty, Gets 
Suspended Jail Sentence of Six 
Months, Probation. 


BOSTON, June 13 (AP).—Charles 
H. McGlue, former chairman of the 
Massachusetts Democratic State 
Committee, was fined $1000, given 
a suspended jail sentence of six 
months, and placed on probation 
for one year today in United States 
District Court, where he had plead- 
ed guilty of failing to file a Fed- 
eral income tax return for 1935. 

Sentence was imposed by Judge 
Hugh D. McClellan after United 
States Attorney Edmund J. Bran- 
don had recommended a jail sen- 
tence “of such time as your honor 
thinks best to impose.” 

Judge McClellan also ordered Mc- 
Glue to file a 1935 tax return be- 
fore the first Monday in July. 

In a statement before being sen- 
tenced, McGlue said that the bulk 
of his alleged income in 1935, con- 
sisting of $31,500 from the Lowell 
Gas Light Co. and its holding com- 
pany, had been expended by him 
to “compose differences” between 
minority stockholders and the hold- 
ing company,

ROME, June 13 (AP).—Italy 
made it difficult for its citizens to 
make pleasure trips to the United 
States, Great Britain and France 
by tightening up foreign exchange 
restrictions today. 

Italian tourists who wish to visit 
those countries henceforth will be 
allowed to take with them only 
1000 lire (about $50) in foreign ex- 
change for their expenses abroad. 
Formerly they were allowed 2500 
lire ($125). 

For Italians who want to visit 
Germany, Switzerland, Hungary, 
Yugoslavia, Spain and other coun- 
tries with which Italy has clearing 
agreements, the allowance was left 
unchanged at 2500 lire. 


COINS INSURED FOR $100,000 
ARE STOLEN FROM MUSEUM 


Theft of Collection a Week Ago Is 
Disclosed -by Pennsylvania 
Academy of Fine Arts. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 13 (AP). 
—The Pennsylvania Academy of 
Fine Arts announced today a col- 
lection of coins, insured for $100,000, 
was stolen a week ago from the 
academy. 

Investigators had kept the theft 
secret in the hope of catching the 
thief. 

The collection was presented by 
the late George H. Earle Jr., father 
of former Pennsylvania Gov. George 
H., Earle III. Most of the coins 
were rare European and American 
pieces.

4-Hour Strike for Silk Under- 
wear and Bedtime Snacks 
Collapses. 


LANSING, Kan., June 13 (AP).— 
The mutiny of 229 convicts in a 
coal mine at the Kansas State Pen- 
itentiary over silk underwear and 


food ended without violence at 
11:10 o’clock this morning, when 
the rebellious prisoners surren- 
dered, 

The convict miners capitulated 
after four hours without any con- 
cessions from Warden M. F. Am- 
rine to demands that they be per- 
mitted to continue buying silk at 
the commissary and to eat bedtime | 
snacks in their cells. 

The: decision to give up was 
reached after more than 20 guards 
with machine guns and tear gas 
descended into the pits with in- 
structions to use their tear gas and 
guns to bring the rebels to terms. 
After sending word of their sur- 
render through Robert Murray, 
mine superintendent, who, with 12 
guards, was held a prisoner in the 
750-foot coal mine, the convicts 
crowded into the elevator cage at 
the bottom of the shaft and began 
their return to the surface. 
They were raised to the surface 
in groups of 15 or 20, closely guard- 
ed, and locked in cell blocks, 

Made Four Demands. 
The mutiny started after the men 
went into the mine between 7 and 
7:30 o’clock this morning to begin 
their day’s work. Two hundred 
fifty-one convicts entered the mine, 
but 22 refused to join in the mutiny 
and came up later. 
The other convicts sent up Mur- 
ray to inform the Warden they 
would remain in the mine and 
would not work until he granted 
these demands: 
1, That they be allowed to wear 
silk underwear. 

2. That the warden rescind his 
order against convicts being al- 
lowed to speculate by buying the 
coal production of other prisoners 
over and above their regular quotas, 
3. That they be permitted the 
freedom of the cell houses until 9 
p. m., instead of being locked in 
their cells at 6 p. m. 

4. That they be allowed to take 
sandwiches and other food from the 
prison tables to their cells after 
meals, or that the warden with- 
draw his order against two prison- 
ers selling pies and sandwiches to 
fellow convicts. | 
Warden Rejects All Demands. 
Amrine refused to grant any of 
the demands. He said he had 
stopped sale of silk underwear at 
the prison commissary and stopped 
also the importation of the soft un- 
dergarments into the penitentiary 
by relatives and friends of the con- 
victs, 

He said fewer than 100 men in 
the prison were wearing silk un- 
derwear.

Melvin Bridges, 14, told this story 
ef the assault:

Somebody 
scratched my neck with something.

NOME, ICE-LOCKED 7 MONTHS,

SEC Table Introduced. 


A table introduced by counsel for 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission purported to show that dur- 
ing the same period the association 
paid out $224,529 in legislative fees 
and costs, having expenditures of 
about $1,847,733 to be accounted for 
in later testimony. 

As a sample of the association's 
activities, there was introduced a 
confidential report which the wit- 
ness wrote July 12, 1937, to Leroy 
A. Lincoln, president of the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Co. and 
which asserted that “the favorable 
outcome is attributable to the co- 
operation of life insurance men.* 
During 1937, it was stated, there 
were examined 11,047 bills in Con- 
gress 46 states and two territories, 
‘ Bills to enhance premium taxes 
were defeated, according to the 
memorandum, in California, Colo- 
rado, Florida, Georgia, Minnesota, 
Nevada, Oklahoma and Washing- 
ton. These measures, if passed, 
would have meant an annual tax 
increase of $3,300,000. Defeated al-« 
so were five out of seven bills to 
subject annuity considerations to 
premium taxation. Four compul- 
sory investment bills were defeated 
in two states. Nine savings bank 
life insurance bills failed in Colora- 
do, Connecticut, Missouri, New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
Rhode Island. 


Interest Limit Bills Beaten. 


Seven bills to restrict policy loan 
interest to 4 or 4% per cent were 
successfully opposed in Colorado, 
Minnesota, New York and Pennsyl- 
vania. Also defeated was a pro- 
posal in California to prohibit all 
interest charges on policy loans. 

Proposed new insurance codes 
were defeated in Hawaii and Penn- 
sylvania, Likewise overthrown 
were attempts in nine jurisdictions 
to subject applicants for licenses 
as life insurance agents to de- 
partment examination. “Numerous 
measures adverse to mortgage loan 
investment failed,” the report said, 
including six bills in four states 
to impose graduated land taxes. 

Proposals requiring “foreign” 
companies to give bond or put up 
deposits were defeated in Alabama, 
Arkansas, Delaware and Nebraska. 
Other adverse measures thwarted 
were listed as bills for premium 
notices, attorneys’ fees and penal-

“Intimacies run rampant 
in this drama,” he added. 

Mrs. Schrein is charged in a 44- 
count larceny and forgery indict- 
ment with taking $60,000 from the 
cash box in three years while she 
was treasurer of the Martin Beck 
theater in return for I O U’s and 
“wash checks” and also telephon- 
ing employes long distance to take 
out money for her—which Assistant 
District Attorney Herman McCarthy 
termed “a long range scheme of 
embezzlement.”

RATE SCHEDULES — 


Proposed Revision of Rates Submitted to Missouri Public Service 


Commission for Its Approval, Constitute a $422,945.57 Yearly Reduc- 
tion in the Total Charges Now Being Made to St. Louisans for Gas 


The Laclede Gas Light Company filed 
yesterday with the Missouri Public Service 
Commission for approval a proposed revised 
general service rate schedule applicable to 
domestic customers. 


These proposed rates constitute a $422,945.57 
yearly reduction in the total charges now being 
made to St. Louisans for gas. 


We present, herewith, the circumstances 
leading up to the submission of these rates to 
the Commission, and a brief review of their 
far-reaching significance to all St. Louisans. 


177,000 families out of a total of 215,000 
living within the corporate limits of St. Louis 
use gas daily for some domestic purpose and 
10,000 commercial, industrial and public insti- 
tutions ‘use gas in their respective businesses. 
So, Laclede today is a vital factor in the daily 
life of virtually every St. Louisan. 


It is probably unnecessary to recount at this 
time the fluctuating fortunes of the Company 
or its trials and tribulations. Nevertheless, 
when my local co-directors and I agreed a little 
over two years ago to serve as the management 
of The Laclede Gas Light Company we accept- 
ed this responsibility with the full realization 
that the Company was confronted with numer- 
ous complex problems and that the solution of 
these problems was imperative not only as a 
sound and logical managerial procedure but 
equally important, to fulfill our obligation to 
the public. 


- Consequently, our first move was to examine 
carefully into the Company’s affairs in order to 
determine what changes were necessary to win 
the support of our customers and increase our 
good-will. 


It soon became evident to us that among 
our various problems there were two major 
and clearly defined problems confronting the 
Company. One was rates, in which every 
user is vitally interested—the other, the kind 
of gas and its supply, of concern primarily to 
the Company. Actually, under present con- 
ditions the kind of gas we distribute now is 
the most economical. We say this without 
qualification and evidence fully substantiat- 
ing this assertion is in the records of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission of Missouri. 


We had been told repeatedly that the sole 
reason St. Louis compared so unfavorably with 


other cities in gas consumption was because our 
rates were too high—that customers restricted 
their consumption of gas because of its price. 
This is not the whole story. 


However, we firmly believe the new schedule 
that has just been filed with the Public Service 
Commission will, if approved, be the means of 
eliminating, once and for all, the barriers to 
enlarged gas consumption, thereby leaving the 
road clear for future rate reductions when 
justified by increased sales. 


Proposed General Gas

(The above rate schedule is expressed in therms because 
more than 97% of our domestic customers are entirely 
satisfied with this method of billing.) 


The minimum bill will be 75c per meter per month, 


Customers’ monthly bills will be computed at both 
the net and gross rates. Gross rates will be five per 
cent (5%) higher than net rates. The net bill be- 
comes payable within ten (10) days of date of bill. 
After this date, the gross bill becomes payable. 


Upon request the Company will maintain or adjust 
equipment or appliances used by the consumer and 
where no guarantee is in effect, a charge will be made 
on gas bills for such service and any material re- 
quired, with a 75c minimum charge per call. 


To illustrate how these proposed rates apply, 
consider an average family of five persons now 
using a gas range and a hand-operated hot- 
water heater who desire the convenience of an 
up-to-date automatic gas water heater. The 
additional gas required for the latter would, 
under the proposed schedule, cost 26% less. 
than at present. 


If that same family subsequently installed a 
gas-operated refrigerator—the industry’s great- 
est contribution in gas appliances—the addi- 
tional gas required for refrigeration would cost 


24% less under the proposed schedule than 
under charges now being made. 


Based on the volume of gas used during the 
past year by house-heating customers, the pro- 
posed rates, compared with those now being 
charged, represent reductions ranging from 
11 per cent to 20 per cent. 


A pplied to the total volume of gas consumed 
last year the new schedule of rates would result 
in a deficit of $344,636.94. Nevertheless, despite 
the huge deficit which will confront the Com- 
pany during the first year if these rates are 
approved, the management did not hesitate to 
recommend these revisions downward because 
we are confident that within a reasonable 
length of time St. Louisans would take advan- 
tage of the sharply reduced prices by increas- 


ing their gas purchases and thereby in part at 


least offset this impending loss. 


We, of course, are hopeful that, if the Com- 
mission approves these proposed rates, during 
the ensuing few years there will be such a con- 
tinuous expansion in gas usage as to eliminate 
entirely the deficit created directly as a result 
of this reduction. We are encouraged in this 
belief by the splendid improvement in our 
appliance sales; for the first five months of this 
year the combined sales volume of Electrolux 
gas refrigerators, water heaters, ranges, house- 
heaters, and other appliances was more than 
double the same period of last year and we 
anticipate the month of June will show an even 
greater improvement, 


Since it is now obvious that increased con- 
sumption is the real key to lowered rates, it is 
equally obvious that this schedule need not be 
considered the lowest toward which St. Louis 
can look with contidence. 


I should like to emphasize that our entire 


organization, my fellow directors and I, pledge . 


ourselves to adhere to a policy of further rate 
reductions to be submitted to the Missouri 
Public Service Commission at such time as the 
Company has had an opportunity to restore 
its anticipated revenue loss and is making for 
its investors a fair return on their investment. 
In other words, the local management sub- 
scribes to the fundamental principle of pass- 
ing on to its customers a fair share of what- 


ever savings are created through increased 
use of gas in St. Louis.

Except for population the same 
arguments hold for Cincinnati. 

It may be that with only one 
team in St. Louis—and that a 
winner—a resurgence of baseball 
popularity would result.

Wood, Beaten 


by Nelson 


For U. S. Open Title, Has 


_ Lost Four Major Playoffs’ 


PHILADELPHIA, June 13 (AP).—When the final history of golf is 
written by the great official scorer, there should be somewhere near the 
front a special section devoted to Craig Wood, the man who came closer 
to winning more big championships than any divot-digger who ever lived. 
And who continued to smile as he went to the next tee. 


Craig completed his 
“grand slam” yesterday when he 
lost by three strokes to Byron Nel- 
son in the second 18-hole playoff 
for the National Open title at the 
Spring Mill course. For 72 holes of 
the tournament proper and through 
Sunday’s sun-scorched round the 
37-year-old “never won” battled the 
new champion stroke for stroke. 
Finally, as: Nelson pounded out a 
70 yesterday, Wood went down 
fighting to the last ditch and bunk- 
er. 

Wood now has lost playoffs for 
the four greatest titles in reach of 
a professional. Denny Shute out- 
lasted him in the British Open. 
Paul Runyan beat him in.a 33- 
hole final for the P. G. A. crown. 
Gene Sarazen shot his famous 
“double eagle’ to tie Wood in the 
Augusta Masters and then trim him 
in the playoff. Yesterday, Craig 
must have drained the last, bitter 
dregs, but he entered the locker 
room with a quip on his lips. 

Nelson Off to Fast Start. 

Nelson, of the youthful “royal 
family” of American golf, was ex- 
plaining exultantly from an adjoin- 
ing bench that he thought he had 
won the playoff on the fourteenth 
hole, where he sank a 10-footer to 
go three up. 

“Nope, it wasn’t there,” said 
Wood. “It was those holes in one 
he shot into me right at the start.” 

He was right. Nelson practically 
stiffened his man before the battle 
was well under way. A brilliant 
birdie three on the third hole and 
then a sensational eagle two on the 
453-yard fourth—a one-two punch 
that Joe Louis would have envied— 
put him four strokes ahead of 
Wood and virtually erased any 
doubt of the outcome. 

Not that Wood didn’t fight back. 
For the remaining 14 holes he actu- 
ally outscored Nelson by a stroke. 
But Nelson knew he had his man, 
and he never left him a real open- 
ing. He declined to “blow.” 

Wood seems doomed to be 
plagued by the outlandish long 
shots hié opponents sink in the final 
stages a tournament. As most 
will remember, he already was in 
the clubhouse celebrating his vic 


reverse tory at 


Augusta when Sarazen 
holed his famous “double eagle” on 
the fifteenth to catch him. 
This time it was in the third 
round on Saturday morning that 
Nelson, apparently running well out 
of the money, holed his second shot 
on the 384-yard third. With that 
he suddenly caught fire, came back 
with a 68 in the afternoon to land 
in a three-way tie with Wood and 
Denny Shute at the end of 72 holes, 
and then went on steadily through 
two tense extra rounds to win. 
Deuce a Real Crusher. 
Nelson’s deuce on the fourth yes- 
terday was a real crusher. Wood 
had outdriven him a good 40 yards. 
Byfon cranked up end hit a beau- 
tiful iron that stayed right on the 
pin 200 yards away, landed at the 
Green’s edge and rolled on up to 
nestle against the pin. Wood walked 
onto the green, gave the pin a rap 
with his putter and the ball clunked 
into the hole. 
The crowd around the green let 
out a roar heard at the clubhouse 
over a mile away and Wood walked 
off the green again a beaten man.

SPEAK IN JERSEY CITY 


Open Air Meeting Receives 
Police Protection Following 
Supreme Court Decision. 


JERSEY CITY, N. J., June 13 
(AP).—The American Civil Liber- 
ties Union gave over this bailiwick 
of Mayor Frank Hague to the CIO 
and other unions today after a mass 
meeting which Roger N. Baldwin, 
director of the Civil Liberties Union, 
said demonstrated freedom of as- 
sembly. : 

Baldwin, designated a “Red” by 
Hague with whom he battled for 
many months over the definition 
of civil rights, spoke in Jersey City 
for the first time last night, telling 
a crowd in Journal Square that 
once the freedom of assembly was 
demonstrated the ACLU “has no 
further interest in Jersey City.” 

Baldwin was.one of many speak- 
ers, including the Socialist leader, 
Norman Thomas, who addressed an 
audience estimated at between 10,- 
000 and 15,000 in its first street 
meeting since Hague, national Dem- 
ocratic leader, was enjoined by the 
Supreme Court from prohibiting 
open-air meetings. 

“The Civil Liberties Union,” Bald- 
win said last night, “is no more 
concerned with the rights of unions 
than of employers. But employers 
can take care of their own rights. 
Unions need help. It is our busi- 
ness to open doors that are closed 
to them. It is their business - to 
walk through the doors after they 
are opened. 

“The Supreme Court has made ii 
plain that Jersey City, like al] other 
communities, must open its streets 
and parks to public meetings.” 

Thomas, who was ejected from 
Journal Square 14 months ago when 
he attempted to speak without a 
permit, told the crowd “It’s a great 
thing the Supreme Court has done 
. « - We have won the right to dis- 
cuss. Now let’s use it.” 

The former presidential candi 
date was the target of the only in- 
cident which marred an otherwise 
orderly meeting. As he left the 
square with Dorothy Dunbar Brom- 
ley, New York newspaper column- 
ist and ACLU director, a crowd, 
mostly youths, hooted and jeered. 

They were silenced by squads of 
the same police who aided in 
the ejection of Thomas last year. 
The police, present in large num- 
bers, quickly admonished. hecklers 
in the crowd during the speeches.

HOUSE MEMBERS EXEMPT 
THEMSELVES ON INCOME TAX 


Vote 2 to 7 Per Cent Levy for Dis- 
trict of Columbia—115,000 Gov- 
ernment Employes Affected. 


WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP).— 
The House voted an income tax for 
the District of Columbia yesterday, 


but members exempted themselves 
and their employes from its provi- 
sions. 

An amendment providing a tax 
ranging from 2 per cent on incomes 
of more than $2000 to 7 per cent on 
incomes above $9000 was adopted 
in the District of Columbia revenue 
bill as a substitute for a business 
privilege tax which had proved un- 
popular with Washington business 
and professional men. 

The vote on the amendment was 
186 to 130. Officials estimated the 
levy would affect about 115,000 Gov- 
ernment employes in the city, as 
well as other residents. The tax, 
as adopted, provides no exemptions 
for dependents, such as allowed in 
the Federal income tax law, but 
does allow credits to non-residents 
for income taxes paid in their home 
states. 


RACKETERIG INQUIRY 
BEGUN IN KANSAS CITY 


Judge Charges Grand Jury 
After Three Union Men 
Are Held for Conspiracy. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 13 
(AP).—New impetus to a grand 


jury’s investigation of racketeer- 
ing came from Circuit Judge Ray 
G. Cowan yesterday after three 
labor union representatives were 
arraigned on indictments for con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade 
through “coercion and intimida- 
tion.” 

“Law and order must prevail,” 
the Judge told the grand jury. “I 
suggest you investigate any law 
violations of any certain individ- 
uals who claim to be representing 
certain organizations, 

“I do not wish to cause any 
hardship on any group of working 
men and I would like to see all 
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lest extent of the law, but people 
must not be attacked or injured 
nor property destroyed through 
any disagreements of any indi- 
viduals.” 

The Judge said he was referring 
to “activities by the racketeering 
element in certain unions.” 

Thomas Neal, secretary of the 
Chauffeurs’ and Teamsters’ Un- 
ion; and Richard O. Jackson and 
William F. Fields of the Dairy 
Truck Drivers’ Union were ar- 
raigned in Criminal Court on in- 
dictments returned by the jury last 
Saturday. 

The three were charged with con- 
spiring in restraint of trade to 
hamper business activities of the 
Galva Creamery Co. Fields and 
the other four were charged in a 
second bill with conspiring in re- 
straint of trade to prevent the sale 
and distribution of the Galva firm’s 
butter.

PUBLIC LIBRARY IN NEED. 

There is little for the St. Louisan to take pride in 
as he reads the results of the first survey of the 
Public Library since its establishment 74 years ago. 
Consider some of the things which Librarian Charles 
H. Compton reports to Mayor Dickmann: 

St. Louis spends 58 cents per capita each year 
on its public library system. The American 
Library Association considers $1 per capita a 
proper figure. The 15 cities with populations 
of more than a half-million spend an average 
of 77 cents, while Cleveland invests $1.98 per 
capita in its library system. 

The funds for operating the library have de- 
clined to an alarming extent. In 1927, tax income 
at the library’s disposal amounted to $557,540. 
Last year, available tax income was $443,818, a 
decline of approximately $114,000. 

A decade ago, the library had $90,000 a year 
for new books and magazines, and that sum was 
inadequate. Now it has only $50,000 a year. 
The Benton branch, for example, has but $13.73 
a week for new books. 

The microfilming of newspapers, under way in 
many libraries, has not yet been started. Irre- 
placeable files, printed on wood pulp paper, are 
disintegrating and so being lost to the historians 
of the future as permanent preservation on film 
awaits the funds required.

ystem scores only 67. Salaries are espe- 

low here. Retirement of superannuated 
employes is a serious need. New lighting is 
urgent in the Central Library, and so on, 

What can be done? Mr. Compton is right when he 
puts aside an increase in the city property tax. The 
property tax has broken down under the load already 
piled on it. But there is promise in the recommenda- 
tion that the Legislature, under a State Supreme 
Court decision recognizing libraries as educational 
institutions, appropriate from the steadily mounting 
school funds for Missouri’s under-nourished libraries. 
As Mr. Compton points out, a $500,000 appropriation 
would yield St. Louis, on a per capita basis, more 
than $100,000 annually. 

A suggestion which certainly should be taken up 
is that a unit of Friends of the Library be organ- 
ized in St. Louis. In many cities, this organization 
has been the means for increasing library support 
through effective presentation of library needs. It 
would seem to be the first step here toward recruit- 
ing gifts and bequests which would serve as much- 
needed endowments for a cherished and indispensable 
St. Louis public service institution.

F war comes, will an attempt be made to

sion by mass slaughter of noncombatants? 

It is always dangerous to make predic- 
tions about matters that may be put to the 
test before the words are printed. If things 
turn out differently, one is held up to ridi- 
cule and indignation for having expressed 
a wrong opinion. 
The only way we can approximate an an- 
swer to the question of the danger of civil- 
ian bombing is to put ourselves in the posi- 
tion of a potential enemy and consider from 
his point of view whether such tactics would 
‘pay. I cannot think that they would pay. 
The killing of noncombatants, including 
/women and children, on a large scale, would 
infuriate the nation, and the war would 


The attitude of the United States is also 
a tremendous factor for Nazidom to consid- 
er. Obviously, such an atrocity, unworthy 
even of the Dark Ages, would make every 
nation feel that mankind had reached a 
point beyond all ordinary questions of poli- 
tics and war. The danger and cost of car- 
rying cargoes of bombs hundreds of miles 
across the sea in the teeth of heavy counter- 
attack, both on the incoming and outgoing 
journey, would far exceed the military value 
of the poor noncombatant people who would 
be destroyed or maimed. 

Moreover, although a big “bag” might re- 
sult from the first attempt, later visits 
would be equally dangerous and costly and 
not nearly so productive. It is astonishing 
how quickly people learn to disperse and to 
take cover. In all but the most densely 
built-up areas, the proportion of blank spaces 
exceeds many times that of buildings. 


There is no reason to suppose that the 
British people would be more subject to 
demoralization or panic than the people of 
Spain or China. In both those cases—the 
only ones we have before us—the reaction 
was for the more vehement resistance. 
Moreover, on the assumption that the people 
wanted to surrender, how would they make 
their will felt? Only a small proportion of 
the nation would be affected at any time. 
These would be particularly dependent upon 
the administration for aid and help, 

One must assume that the executive gOv- 
ernment and those in charge of national de- 
fense would have a secure headquarters 
somewhere or other, and one must also hope 


_they would not be affected by panic and 


that they would not betray their country’s 
honor and title deeds of freedom because 


of the painful events taking place in vari- 
ous parts of the country. The whole con- 


duct of the war would go forward with in- 
terruptions that would hardly be apparent 
in so vast a process. 

Therefore, neither upon moral nor prac- 
tical grounds do I see any way by which air 
bombing of the noncombatant population 
for the purpose of slaughter would be 
effective in making us submit to the will 
of those who had committed these crimes. 
Most people would feel it would be better 
to die than to be conquered by a state capa- 
ble of such deeds, because what other deeds 
would follow when it was all-powerful? 

For these reasons, it seems unlikely that 
the attempt to use aircraft for the specific 


purpose of mass terror will be adopted in 
the early stages of a war. 


Now, if we exclude this idea, the whole 
problem becomes clarified and simplified.

spread over a circle of, say, 50 miles round 
Charing Cross, the casualties would be re- 
duced to one-tenth the number that would 
be suffered under present conditions. 

Apart from dispersion, there are two main 
devices: first, the corrugated steel shelters, 
and, second, properly prepared basements. 
The steel shelter operates in all the enor- 
mous two-storied districts that lie around 
the great cities or the various munitions fac- 
tories. I think it is a very fine protection. 
Properly covered with sandbags, and some- 
times, perhaps, brought inside the house for 
comfort’s sake, it gives an enormous mea- 
sure of protection to a family. If they 
get hit directly by some terrific bomb, their 
luck is evidently out. 

Evacuation and dispersal have now be- 
come the main measure in passive air de- 
fense. For this purpose, the country is 
divided into three zones: areas to be evac- 
uated, reception areas and areas that stay 
put. Survey has been made of the accom- 
modations fn the reception areas, and every 
house, large or small, must receive its 
proved quota, 

But it is a melancholy reflection that in 
the twentieth century of the Christian era, 
with all the wisdom and science that man 
has gathered, with all his sad experiences 
to teach him, we should be forced to con- 
sider these problems.

(AP).—King George and Queen 
Elizabeth arrived amid cheers in 
the New Brunswick capital at noon 
today after an automobile drive of 
108 miles from Newcastle, 

Crowds filled the tree-lined city, 
among them parading bands, mili- 
tig units, veterans and Boy Scouts. 
The two-hour program included an 
official luncheon at the University 
of New Brunswick. 

During the drive from Newcas- 
tle, the King and Queen made un- 
scheduled stops at Millerton and 
Doaktown, to the delight of vil- 


lagers. 


Cheered on 10-Minute Stop at New- 
castle, N. B. 

NEWCASTLE, N. B., June 12> 
(AP)—King George and Queen 
Elizabeth made their first appear- 
ance in the maritime provinces to- 
day in a 10-minute stop at this lit- 
tle town, crowded with farmers 
and fishermen of Northern New 
Brunswick. 

In bright sunshine the King and 
Queen set out from here, after be- 
ing given a roaring welcome, on an 
automobile trip through Central 
New Brunswick to the capital city 
of Fredericton. 

They arrived in this province 
this morning with 27 days of their 
American tour past and three to go 
before they sail from Halifax on 
the liner Empress of Britain. 

Newcastle, with its 3500 popula- 
tion, was the first New Brunswick 
town to welcome Their Majesties 
officially. Hours before the sched- 
uled arrival at 8:20 a. m., crowds 
gathered around the decorated sta- 
tion for the 10-minute pause. 

Lumbermen and fishermen with 
their wives and children waved the 
blue and silver special train on its 
way last night from villages along 
the route through the picturesque 
Matapedia valley following the last 
official stop in French Canada, Ri- 
viere du Loup. 

They: Speak to Veterans. 

Yesterday was a holiday in Ri- 
viere du Loup and the men and 
women whose farms make a green- 
and-brown checkerboard along the 
south shore of the St. Lawrence 
River came to town to say French- 
speaking Canada’s farewell to “Le 
Roi et la Reine.” 

In the 26-minute stop. the 
royal visitors spoke to nearly 
all of 100 World War veterans lined 
up near the station platform while 
25,000 persons in their Sunday best 
looked on. 

Passing one of the veterans, Jim 
Thomas, a 56-year-old laborer, the 
‘Queen noticed the edge of silver 
plate beneath the front of his beret 
—where a pieec of shrapnel had 
struck him at Vimy Ridge. 

“Her Majesty was anxious if it 
stil] hurt me,” Thomas said later. 
“I told her my head sometimes 
ached from the wound. But it did 
not ache tonight, or if it did I could 
not tell. 
life.” 

Newfoundland Stopover. 

Their Majesties will sail from 
Halifax Thursday night for New- 
foundiand, where a brief stopover 
will be made before the voyage 
home. 

Today’s route from Newcastle to 
Fredericton ran through much of 
the territory burned over in 1825 
in the great New Brunswick fire. 
More than 6000 square miles of rich 
timberland were laid waste and 
scars of the conflagration still are 
visible in the area which now is 
rich in timber again. 

A 63-mile drive to Saint John 
came after the visit to Fredericton 
on the royal program. Part of the 
route was along the beautiful St. 
John River*through what is some- 
times termed the Rhineland of 
America. The Saint John program 
included a nine-mile drive. with 
ceremonies at different points along 
the route and inspection of a guard 
of honor before departure by rail 
for Moncton.

Rose was just 16 years old at the 
time and, although he has never 
claimed any particular recognition 
for his act, he can probably be called 
the co-founder or Flag day. The 
generally acknowledged founder is 
Leroy Van Horn, a music teacher 
who had fought in the Civil War 


‘and who did have the first idea of 


celebrating such an event. 

“It happened on a day in late 
“I was working 
as an office boy and had’ gone out 
to watch one of the many parades 
held in connection with the Colum- 
bian Exposition. I was standing 
next to a Civil War veteran, and we 
began to remark on the fact that so 
few people in the crowd were tak- 
ing off their hats as the colors 
went by. The veteran said some- 
thing ought to be done to arouse 
more general interest in and re- 
spect for the flag.” 

Movement’s Rapid Growth. 

The veteran, of course, was Van 
Horn, who promptly began to set 
the wheels in motion. He called a 
meeting of some of his friends and 
expounded his plan. The office boy 
who had stood next-to him at the 
parade was there, and it turned out 
that he did considerable of the 
spade work. 

“We were able to organize just a 
small celebration in 1893,” Rose 
said, “because the time was get- 
ting short and we wanted to have it 
near the day on which the Ameri- 
can flag was adopted by Congress. 
Our idea was that the celebration 
should appeal especially to children 
and the foreign-born.” 

The 1893 Flag day was observed 
by a small grfoup in Garfield Park 
on Chicago’s West Side, with the 
State’s Attorney of Cook County 
delivering th2 oration. By 1894, 
after Rose had done considerable 
missionary work and the Chicago 
Tribune had enthusiastically adopt- 
ed the plan, it was easy to hold five 
celebrations in as many Chicago 


parks. The ball had started roHing, 


and the American Flag Day Asso- 
ciation was formed.

After 
service in Cuba, during which his 
hair began to turn silvery as the re- 
sult of a touch of malaria, he be- 
came drill master at a Chicago 
school. Going into business after 
a few years, he subsequently be- 
came export sales manager for vari- 
ous companies. He now does free 
lance work in foreign trade promo- 
tion.

“I was always afraid,” he said,

HUTCHINS ON PURPOSE 
OF HIGHER EDUCATION 


It Is to Fit Citizens for Demo- 
cracy, He Tells Chicago U. 
Graduates. 


CHICAGO, June 13 (AP).—Pres- 
ident Robert M. Hutchins told 799 
candidates for degrees at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago today that “with 
the finest degree in America you 
have to support yourselves by 
pushing buttons eight hours a 
day.” e 

“We know now that graduation 
from college does not carry with it 
the promise that the graduate will 
even be able to earn a living, to 
say nothing of acquiring great 
wealth,” he said in addressing the 
university's 196th convocation. 

“We must recognize that you 
may never make a nickel that you 
would not have made if you had 
never come here and that your ed- 
ucation will not hoist you by so 
much as a single rung up the social 
ladder.” 

Hutchins advanced as a primary 
reason for obtaining a higher edu- 
cation the “urgent political issues 
that now agitate the world.” 

“Democracy can survive econom- 
ic collapse, externa] pressure and 
the pretty pictures painted by the 
dictators only if the citizens un- 
derstand the nature and purpose of 
the state,” he declared. 

“It will not suffice to have them 
feel very democratic, or get emo- 
tional about it all, or react habit- 
‘ually to such habitual stimuli a» 
the flag, the national anthem or 
the Fourth of July. Under our 
form of Government we are ruler 
and ruled. The citizen must know. 
Knowledge is the aim of the high- 
er learning. 

“The test of true education is 
not whether graduates are million- 
aires or ditch-diggers. Even if 
they were ditch-diggers they would 
still be the educated citizens that 


democracy demands if they had a 
sound character, a disciplined mina 
‘and an elevated spirit. These 
ithings education can give. On 
these things democracy dedends.” 

Lashing out at what he termed 
“the triviality, futility and confu- 
sion of most programs now mas- 
querading as higher education, 
Hutchins said: 

“The colleges and universities 
must. confess that their offerings 
are such as to drive their students 
to seek mental stimulation in glad- 
iatorial contests, college life and 
the consumption of live fish.”

CHUNGKING, China, June 13 
(AP).—The roof of the German 
Embassy in this wartime capital 
was crushed yesterday by a 1000- 
pound boulder loosened by a Jap- 
anese bomb in an air raid Sunday 
night. 

Another bomb e«ploded within 
100 yards of the residence of T. 
Eliot Weil, third secretary of the 
United States Embassy.

Three Types of 
Arthritis Cases 


Rest Necessary in Treating 
Two Groups—Heat Is 
‘Also Important.

N a large arthritis clinic re- 
| centiy, in which I studied the 

patients for several days, I found 
that arthritis cases are divided into 
three types. Each of these types 
is likely to occur in individuals 
of different constitutional appear- 
ance and physical characteristics. 
The first type is the infectious 
arthritis, which is sometimes called 
“rheumatoid arthritis.” This may 
occur in any of the joints and is 
likely to occur symmetrically. In 
other words, it is likely to occur in 
both wrists if it occurs in one, or 
in both elbows or shoulders. 
There is swelling, pain, and in 
the course of time a good deal of 
disability from stiffness, and ina- 
bility to move the joints. The pa- 
tients who are liable to have this 
condition are young, underweight, 
anemic, with glossy, atrophic skin. 
It is considered by the doctors 
whose clinic I visited to be due to 
an infection either in the teeth, ton- 
sils, bowel or elsewhere. 

The second type occurs in middle- 

aged people and is called “degen- 
erative arthritis.” This is liable to 
affect one or two joints only and 
these are not symmetrical. In other 
words, if it affects the bones of the 
hand, -it is not likely to affect the 
bones of the other hand, but may 
affect also the bones of the feet. 
The patients are overweight in con- 
trast to the first group. Their gen- 
eral health is good; they do not 
have the anemia that character- 
izes the first group; their nutrition 
and skin are first rate. 
The third type is known as gouty 
arthritis, which affects middle- 
aged people who have lived well. 
They are liable to be overweight, 
with the gouty deposits occurring 
particularly in toes, or in the 
elbows or hands. 

In the first and third groups little 
lumps appear underneath the skin 
in various parts of the body. 

The treatment of these three 
types differs somewhat, but the 
hopeful thing is that they can all 
be improved. The gouty type of 
arthritic, of course, must be placed 
upon a diet and this is the principal 
element in treatment. Diet does not 
play much of a part in the other 
forms of arthritis except that the 
underweight people of the first type 
should have forced feeding in order 
to bring up their weight, and the 
obese people of the second group 
should have their weight reduced. 
Rest is a very important feature 
in treatment of the first two types. 
This means not only general rest 
in bed, but also splinting of the af- 
fected member. : 

With rest is combined judicious 
movements of the limbs, particu- 
larly to attempt to increase’ the 
range of motion of the  jointg. 
Every stiff joint should be moved 
through its full range of motion sev- 
eral times a day, either by the 
patient himself or by an attendant. 
Heat is important in treatment; 
not only local heat but the use of a 
hot, dry climate with the facilities 
of a hot spring and alkaline mineral 
water. For this reason the climate 
of Arizona and New Mexico is par- 
ticularly favorable.

(Lieut. Holbrook). There were also at Tenedos three French subma- . 
rines.

‘speed when submerged means that 
‘the time which can be spent under 
water is seriously shortened. The 
extent to which the use of high 
speed when submerged drains pow- 
er from the batteries can be gauged 
from the fact that a “B” class sub- 
marine with a good battery could 
remain below water for nearly 24 
hours if only the slowest possible 
speed were used; but at half speed 
the batteries would last only a bare 
two hours. Moreover, at the end 
of 1914 the positions of the enemy 
minefields were only approximately 
known, while nothing at all was 
known of the varying strength and 
directions of the currents at dif- 
ferent depths. 


The “B” class submarines were 
not fitted with hydroplane guards 
to carry obstructions clear of the 
hydroplanes. For a submarine 
without such guards to venture 
into the minefields would have 
been suicide, so steps were taken 
to fit B-1l with them, and also 
with a “jumping wire” from the 
stem to the tops of the periscope 
standard and then down to the 
stern. Curved steel guards for the 
hydroplanes were made and fitted 
by the old cruiser Blenheim, which 
was at Tenedos. Then Holbrook 
carried out trials of the new fit- 
tings. A sinker on a wire hawser 
was hung out under water from the 
Blenheim’s main derrick, and B-11 
charged this wire several times.

plane guards pushed the wire out 
clear of the hydroplanes. Hol- 
brook was satisfied. 

B-11 Jeft Tenedos during the night 
of Dec. 12. By 4:15 on the morning 
of Sunday, Dec. 13, she was on the 
surface three miles from the en- 
trance to the straits. This was 
just outside the range of the Turk- 
ish searchlights, which swept the 
straits continuously from darkness 
to daylight. Holbrook waited until 
the searchlights were extinguished 
in the early dawn, and then con- 
tinued on the surface in order to 
save his battery power as much as 
possible. In this way B-11 got to 
within a mile of Cape Helles. Then 
she dived, and went on at a depth 
between 60 and 80 feet at a speed of 
three to four knots. Holbrook hugged 
the north shore of the straits, 
where the water is deep and the 
coast well defined, and came up 
to periscope depth every quarter of 
an hour or so to check his position. 
He reckoned that the mines would 
be moored between 16 and 30 feet 
from the surface, so that most of 
the time he would be passing well 
below them, relying on his new 
hydroplane guards to push their 
moorings clear. 

B-11 had only been under water 
a quarter of an hour when a curi- 
ous vibration was felt. Holbrook 
brought his vessel to the surface to 
see what was wrong. He found that 
the port hydroplane guard had got 
twisted round. Instead of a stream- 
lined piece of steel which would 
force mine-moorings clear of the 
hydroplane, it was now in the shape 
of a large hook, which would never 
let go of a mine mooring if it en- 
countered one. 

It was quite impossible to bend 
this round again inta its proper po- 
sition. The only thing which could 
be done was to take it off alto- 
gether. Fortunately the weather

Holbrook was 
faced with a dilemma. Was he to 
turn back for Tenedos and report 
failure—although the failure could 
not possibly be blamed on any of 
the company of B-ll—or was he 
to go on, with one hydroplane un- 
guarded?

OLBROOK decided to go on. 

B-11 dived again and continued 

on her way up the straits. 
For more than four hours she 
dived on. Then, at 9:40 a. m., Hol- 
brook calculated that he must be 
somewhere near Kilid Bahr and 
Chanak, which guard the entrance 
to the narrows. He came to peri- 
scope depth to look around and 
check his position. A mile away 
on his starboard beam, lying not 
far trom Chanak, he saw a large 
two-funneled warship. 

To take a long shot with a torpe- 
do across the strong current would 
be to invite a miss, so Holbrook put 
his helm over and began to cross 
the straits in order to get a closer 
shot. 

When next he put up his peri- 
scope it was to find that he had 
underestimated the strength of the 
current. B-11 had been swept sev- 
eral hundred yards off the attack- 
ing course. He turned her bows 
more into the current, intending 
to make up the ground which he 
had lost, and so get back into a 
position from which he could get 
a beam shot. He could now see that 


the ship was flying a Turkish en- 
sign and that she was bristling 
with guns. Moreover, there were no 
signs of excitement on board, 80 
B-11 had evidently not been seen. 

His next look through the peri- 
scope told Holbrook that B-11 
was not making any headway 
against the current. It was now or 
never. The submarine swung s0 
that the periscope sight came 
“on,” and Holbrook fired his star- 
board torpedo at a range of 800 
yards, 


As the torpedo was fired B-11 
lost trim and dived deep, making 
it impossible to see through the 
periscope. Before the boat re- 
gained periscope depth she was 
shaken by the shock of a great 
explosion. The torpedo had found 
its mark. 

Now was the time to seek safety 
in flight. But Holbrook was not 
certain that one torpedo would be 
enough to sink a large warship. 
As soon as B-11 regained her depth 
the periscope broke surface for an- 
other look. A big cloud of smoke 
hid most of the enemy, but Hol- 
brook could see that she was be- 
ginning to settle by the stern. As 
he watched, the enemy saw B-11 
and the warship's guns were 
brought quickly into action. The 
water round B-1l’s periscope was 
torn by the impact of shells. B-11's 
periscope was dipped and she 
turned away to port. At that mo 
ment there occurred one of those 
failures of material with which 
“submariners” have so often to 
contend. 

B-ll’s compass was outside the 
hull—as,far away as possible from 
the magnetic interference of the

and this at a moment when B-1l 
had been discovered in enemy wa- 
ters, when Holbrook had no ac- 
curate idea of where he was or 
which direction led to the open sea 
and safety, and when the subma- 
rine was being affected to an un- 
known degree by the strong cur- 


rents. 
T scope to try to find out where 
he was. He guessed, rightly, 
that he was in Sari Sigilar 
Bay — the big bay below Cha- 
nak on the Asiatic shore — and 
he headed B-1l for where he 
thought the entrance lay. But the 
current had swept the submarine 
much farther into the bay than 
Holbrook thought. The next in- 
stant there was a sickening bump 
which threw men off their feet. 
B-1l had hit a sandbank. Hol- 
brook thought that this must be 
one of the sandspits which jut out 
from the southeastern shore of the 
Dardanelles, and he realized that 
the only hope for B-1l, if she had 
been carried by the current to the 
shoreward side of one of these 
spits, was for her to pass over it 
into deep water. At the same time 
it was essential that the submarine 
should be kept under water. The 
alarm had been given and Holbrook 
knew that the dozens of shore bat- 
teries on either side of the Straits 
were eagerly awaiting the chance 
to put in some practice. 


When B-11 bumped the first time 
she tried to bounce up to the sur- 
face. Holbrook flooded tanks to 
keep her down. She bumped again 
and yet again, and every time the 
depth gauges showed her shallow- 
er. Finally she bumped to a dead 
stop and Holbrook was able to look

and columns of shell splashes about 
her exposed conning tower. 
Determination got B-ll1 out of 
that seemingly impossible position. 
Still miraculously not hit, she sud- 
denly bumped clean over the shoal 
and surged down and away into 
deep water so fast that it required 
quick judgment to check her down- 
ward rush. Holbrook breathed 
again, but he was still far from 
out of trouble. Without a com- 
pass, he could only guess at. the 
way to steer in order to reach the 


‘entrance to the straits, Again he 


raised his periscope to\try to dis- 
cover where he was; but the cur- 
rents had carried him so far into 
the bay on the Asiatic shore that he 
could see nothing but land all 
round him. He did, however, see 
the wreck of the ship he had tor- 
pedoed, and, as he already knew 
more or less her position, this gave 
him the only navigational clew he 
had. By keeping the wreck on his 
starboard side, he reckoned that he 
would cross the straits to the well- 
defined European shore. Then all 
he had to do was to turn to port 
and follow this down to the en- 
trance. It sounds easy, but even in 
time of peace it is the easiest thing 
in the world to lose one’s bear- 
ings in a submarine with only a 
single and very intermittent eye— 
“lost in the box” submarine offi- 
cers call it—and there is no more 
helpless feeling. 

But Holbrook, with all the odds 
against him, steadfastly refused to 
get “lost in the box,” although pa- 
tro] boats hunted B-1l the whole 
time, and made it difficult and 
dangerous to show the periscope. 
Moreover, there were minefields 
to be negotiated, and for that rea- 
son B-1l stayed at a depth of 80 
feet as much as possible. 

B-1l arrived at the entrance to 
the Dardanelles at 2:10 p. m., and 
here she came to the surface. She 
had been diving for just over nine 
hours—nine of the most crowded 
hours which have ever fallen to 
the lot of man. So foul was the 
air in the tiny submarine when 
she reached the surface that a 
match would not burn in her. Even 
the engine refused to start until 
the boat had been ventilated for 10 
minutes. 

The ship B-1l had torpedoed 
off Chanak was the old Turkish 
battleship Messudieh, which was 
moored there so,that her guns— 
two 9.2-inch and: 12 6-inch—could 
reinforce the shore batteries in 
their command of the straits. In 
order to reach that point in the 
straits, B-11, with only one hydro- 
plane guard, had dived under five 
rows of moored mines. The same 
minefields had been negotiated on 
the way out, when feeling her way 
without compass or other means of 
knowing her position or course. 

Small wonder that the Turks 
were astonished and nonplussed, 
or that B-ll’s exploit earned the 
admiration of the whole world, 
not excepting that of Admiral Mer- 
ten, the German officer in com- 
mand at the Dardanelles. The 
French naval commander-in-chief 
signaled from his station off the 
Adriatic, “Please accept my warm 
congratulations for the glorious 
deed of the submarine B-11"; and 
the Admiralty wirelessed, “Commu- 
nicate to officers and men of B-il 
their Lordships’ high appreciation 
of the daring and skillfulness which 
have achieved this exploit.”
